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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Francestown:— 


Herewith is submitted for your consideration my fifth an- 
nual report on the condition of your schools and the work 
done in them. 


TEACHERS AND SCHOOLS 


Last year the attendance at the Number four school de- 
creased to about six pupils, with no indication that the num- 
ber would be materially increased this year. When a school 
gets as small as that it is very unprofitable, both from the 
point of view of the finances of the district and the educa- 
tional welfare of the children attending to try to keep the 
school open. Accordingly it was decided this year to close 
the school and to transport the children to the village school. 
I believe that this was a wise move all things considered. 
When there are enough children to make a real school, the 
one room rural school is a valuable institution in New Hamp- 
shire, but, to my mind, to attempt to keep a school open to 
accomodate five or six children when they can be transported 
to a larger school is unwise and wasteful. 

Two new teachers began work in September. Miss Savage, 
who had served the district very acceptably as teacher in the 
primary grades for about four years, resigned to get mar- 
ried, and Miss Holt, of New Boston, was elected to take her 
place. Miss Morrow was secured for the grammar grades to 
fill the vacancy there. Both teachers are Normal trained and 
are doing excellent work. There is a spirit of work and co- 
operation among the pupils and their progress is correspond- 
ingly good. 

SOME SPECIAL FEATURES 

I am very positive that the work done this year in the 
schools of Francestown will compare very favorably with 
that done in many a larger place. In many localities the idea 
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has become quite prevalent that the schools are neglecting 
the so called fundamental subjects, and that the children are 
coming out of our schools without being able to read, write 
and cypher, as the saying is, and that the children of the 
present time are far below the children of former years in 
their ability to handle these subjects. I have never seen or 
heard of any proof to substantiate these statements. What- 
ever proof we have points in the other direction, namely, that 
these subjects are being better taught than ever before. Such 
statements are often made with little or no actual knowledge 
of the real work of the schools. In fact, the less we know 
about the actual workings of any organization the more cer- 
tain are we that we can qualify as competent critics of that 
organization. 


I am sure that the so called fundamental subjects are not 
being neglected in any measure in the schools of Frances- 
town. In fact, more emphasis is being put upon them and 
they are being better taught than ever before, and, at the same 
time, proper attention is being given to many of the phases 
of education that have come into the curriculum within the 
past few years. 


In January a test in spelling was given to all the grades in 
this supervisory union, each grade being given fifty words 
that had made up a part of the lists of words studied since 
September. As the list of words for each grade are uniform 
in all the schools a comparison could fairly be made. The 
schools of Francestown as a whole attained an average of 
80.9%. 


In the early part of the winter tests in spelling and arith- 
metic were sent out by the State Department to be given to 
all eighth grade children in the state. In the spelling test an 
average of 74% would have been creditable. Our eighth 
grade attained an average of about 80%. 
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The arithmetic test was the same that was given in Spring- 
field, Mass. in 1846 to a group of ninth grade children, what 
would correspond in our school system to the first year in 
High School. This same test was given to our eighth grade, 
presumably with a years less training in school. In Spring- 
field an average of 29% was attained. Our eighth grade 
average was around 60%. Certainly spelling and arithmetic 
are as well taught in Francestown in 1924 as they were in 


Springfield in 1846, 


Reading, perhaps the most important subject, especially in 
the lower grades, is being continued in all the grades, with 
special emphasis on silent reading. The purpose of this si- 
lent reading is to teach the children to get the thought from 
the printed page. Many children can read words, but do not 
get the thought from what they read. The purpose of the 
systematic teaching of silent reading is to correct this. 


Music, for the first time, was put into the schools _ this 
year. As with any new feature, it will take some time to lay 
the foundation and get the project well started, so too much 
cannot be expected for the first year. All things considered, 
however, I think the results so far are very satisfactory, and 
will become more so as time goes on. It is a feature of school 
work that should not be neglected, and it has ceased to be 
considered as a “frill,” but has established itself as one of 
the important subjects. 


REPAIRS 
The repairs made during the summer vacation have been 
greatly appreciated, and have added much to the appearance 
of the grammar room where most was done. The supply closet 
will be of great use, and the new jacketed stove with its pro- 
vision for good ventilation makes the conditions in the room 
much more suitable for school work. 


In making the appropriations for the coming year there 
should be in mind the needs of the primary room. This room 
should be entirely renovated, thoroughly cleaned, painted, 
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and minor repairs made where needed. One item of par- 
ticular importance here is the matter of seats and desks. Those 
in use at the present time are the old fashioned double seat 
and desk, and many of them are in an extremely battered and 
dilapidated condition. The castings of some are broken, nuts 
and bolts are missing, the seats slant at a very uncomfortable 
angle, and the tops of the desks are so marked and cut up 
that it is impossible to find a suitable space on them large 
enough for writing. There should be at least 24 new seats 
and desks, of the adjustable type. This would allow each 
child to have his own seat and desk fitted to suit his size, This 
would cost approximately $175 and it would be money well 
expended. I hope this matter will be carefully considered. 


ATTENDANCE 


There were 59 different pupils registered in the district 
during the last school year, the average membership was 54.6, 
and the average attendance 50. The per cent of attendance 
was 91.4, not quite up to the state average which was 93.4%. 
Last winter was an extremely severe one to keep up attend- 
ance.
